WONDERFUL COLLECTION. 


A WQTHlorful riOlrelloii of inuiMrnl man- 


uscripts has been left to the library of 
the Conservatoire by the late M. Charles 
Malhcrbe, the former librarian of the 
opera. The collection is said to bo one 
of the richest In existence, and M. JVlal- 
iicrbo spent a fortune in 
obtaining it. 
Though the inventory has not been con- 
cluded, It is known to contain several 
leaves of the Ninth Symphony of Beeth- 
oven, 
numerous 
pieces 
of 
Mczart, 
Liszt, Schumann, and scores by Bofeidleu, 
Halevy, Lalo, and all the contemporary 
composers. 
The Conservatoire 
already 
possesses 
the' manuscript of Mozart's "Don Juan," 
a well known sonata by Beethoven, and 
some acts of Cluck's "Obphee" mid "Ar- 
mide." Up till now, however, no manu- 
script of Schumann had bnen obtained. 
A spocial room In the new premises in 
the Rue de Madrid will be reserved for 
this collection.

Tiie sug-gestiort has been made that thn 


beginning is to be a friendly compact be- 
tween England nnd Germany, based on .1 
definite mutual nndt-rstandlng as to tin 
relatives sizes of the two fleets and th^ 
age at which old ships should be replaced 
by new ones. The idea has been, greeted . 
with so great approval by tho masses of 
the people in both countries .that the con- 
servative press' has been scared and de- 
votes considerable spacf and many well- 
turned arguments to prove such an agree- 
ment would, constitute a national peril. 


Here In England influential Ton' papers 


•point. ..out that, although the Idea Is at 
first sight an attractive one, It Is Im- 
practical because It Ignores the Initial 
difficulty that, whatever the mutual terms 
reached by England and Germany, their 
action would be binding on no other coun- 
tries and consequently while 
such an 


agreement was !n force Italy and Austria 
might so rapidly develop their navies that 
they might be able to destroy England's 
naval power In the Mediterranean. 


It is pointed out that naval power dif- 


fers In Its value under varying national 
conditions. 


In the case of the British Empire, it is 


purely defensive, because it has behind it 
no offensive military organization wh'ch 
other powers need fear, and to which the 
navy could give safe passage so soon as 
it had secured the command of the sea. 
Germany's naval power, 
on the 
othc-.' 


hand, might become offensive— using ths 
term in It's military s<->nse — because be- 
hind it there is one of the largest, and 
certainly not the least efficient army 1:1 
the world; once the North 
Sea 
was 
| brWged by a decisive naval victory, not 
| only the North Sea, but every .sea which 


lies between England and the oversea do- 
minions would be in Germany's control. 
This ..success would place at the disposal 
of the German military 
authorities, the 


cheapest and most rapid means of mili- 
tary transport, for an army can move oy 
sea far more quickly than on land. 


One particularly patriotic paper 'hails 


the prospect of an 
understanding be- 


tween England and Germany with cnthu- 
'siasui, but suggests that the tasis for 
it should be the 
value of the ocean - 
torne trad? of the two countries, and. 
as that of the British empire 
is 
five 
times as big as that of Gerfnany. the lat- 
ter country should bind herself to reduce 
her navy to one-fifth of that of Eng- 
land. I can see the kaiser's delight when 
reading this exceedingly happy and sim- 
ple solution. 


MAKES THINGS HUM. .*'

Its. bestowal had the 
Important effect of changing the rank 
of her' daughters from the status of 
mere "ladles" to 
princesses, 
thereby 


bringing them within ^-lie provisions of 
the royal marriage net and 
rendering 
them eligible as wives-of English or Eu- 
ropean royalty.

Princess Alexandra and Princess Maud 


J-ave the further distinction of being the 
only ladies "in: the. kingdom who have a 
prospect of becoming duchesses in their 
own right,"the :one' being-heiress

their own development along natural and 
free lines, besides being free from any 
harm; at least, as safe as they would be 
at'home, and far safer than running wild 
aijou't- the neighborhood. Thus, freed, the 
mother could get the necessary 
home 


work-done quickly and find time for 
'reading, studj-, rest or-social recreation. 
If, on the other ha.nd, any mother pre- 
ferred aiii' time to have her children 
.with her, she was under no obligation to 
send them to the playground, nor were 


tho children to be forced to go against 
their will. That would spoil the. spirit 
of It for . them to: some -extent. -. Or,' If 
the mothers wanted to come with the 
children to the cool and shady, retreat to 
watch the happy little people .at" play, 
that also they could :do. . 
" ' • 


In fact, It is quite a common sight-now 


—a group of mothers, with needlework 
or books, discussing1 the 
problems of 


childhood, joining in the -play.'or. manual 
work of. the children, . answering .innu- 


merable questions, each. On some days 
several of the mothers bring their wash- 
ing to tho brookslde and talk or sing at 
their work.

figures show that their travel equaled

covering 
629,725,493 


miles. As compared to this individual- 
ized clerk, the'feat of the hero of'Jules 
Verne's story in circling, the earth in 80 
days becomes a snail-like record, since, 
the mail clerk travel amounts to an equal 
'distance every 
twenty-five 
minutes. 


Expressed in larger terms, it is equal to 
seven annual trips to the 'sun, a consid- 
erable figure even for an IS-mile-high 
gjant. 
If thare is -any other .class of 


ijjvorkers, or even pleasure seeKcrs, which 
Ran come anywhere near this 
record, 


figures have yet to be compiled concern- 
ing them. Apparently the- railroad mail 
clerks have a strongly established claim 
to their title of being the world's great- 
est travelers." Of course they pay' noth- 
ing for this transportation, nor. does Uncle 
Sam, 
their employer, although at two 


cents, a mile their fares would foot up 
to the tidy sum of more than S12.000.000 
while this free service which the rail- 
roads have to render expressed In terms 
of weight, is equal to the haul involved 
in moving 50,000.000 tons of freight one 
.mile. However the clerks get free trans- 


fportation while not on duty which, the 


carriers estimate as costing them about 
S3.000,000" annually. The mail clerk thus 
can claim distinction on two 
points, 


that is, of doing the greatest amount of 
traveling'and doing it for nothing. 
. There is still a -third point on which 
these little se,en and less known work- 
ers can claim distinction. They "are un- 
doubtedly the greatest living encyclope- 
dias on earth. 
Where the average man 


can not name in order twenty stations on 
the 
line over which he travels, it ' is 


nothing uncommon for the railway clerk 
to be thoroughly familiar with a list of 
20,000-or more stations, points of trans- 
fer and the like. 


While his travel record alone is enough 


to lend interest to the work of the mail 
clerk, it is the acquirement and appli- 
cation 
of 
his encyclopedic knowledge 


wi'jich makes him peculiarly interesting 
to the average person. What it means 
to be familiar with 20,000 stations and

knowledge Is not acquired-all at once, 
but is built up by degrees as the clerk 
sorts in the mall car running sixty miles 
an hour for an increasingly. large number 
of states. 
The applicant for the 
civil 


service examination, which he must pass 
to become a railway mail clerk, begins 
by familiarizing himself from the manual 
with the stations of one state or even a 
part of a state. The examination is not 
written, but an actual demonstration of 
what the would-be clerk can do. He is 


supplied with a large number of cards 
addressed to various points in the terri- 
tory which he has studied, and these he 
must sort Just as does the regular clerk 
In the course of his daily work. In this 
first examination . the applicant to pass, 
must achieve a. mark of at least 95 pel- 
cent, while 9S per cent is passing marl?

BERLIN, Jan. 13.—According to rumor, 


when the German Crown Prince returns 
to Berlin from Danzig he will not take up 
military duties in a provincial garrison 
town again, at least until the winter is 
over. 


The Crown Prince's health, in fact, 


causing some apprehension, 
and it 
is 


doubtful whether he is able to stand the 
rigorous climate of the remote provincial 
town to which his Imperial father sent 
him. 
No suggestion is made that the 


Prince's present condition creates any 
qualms, but considerable 
comment has 


been caused by'the fact that, despite the 
birth 'of his youngest son, whom the 
Prince has not yet seen, and despite the 
Christmas festivities of 
the 
Imperial 


family in Berlin, the Prince's medical ad- 
visors did not deem it-advisable that his 
Imperial Highness should undertake the 
journey to the capital. 


It is believed that the Crown Prince has 


.inherited a weakness of the throat from 
which his father' suffers, arid every pre- 


i caution is taken to guard his health, es- 
ipecially in view of the hereditary 'ten- 
dency to throat trouble in the Hohenzol- 
lem family.

peror, as soon as he contracts a slight 
cold, goes to bed and stays there till every 
vestige of the ailment has disappeared.

Mary, of the treatment her father ac- 
corded her. and was protected by them, 
John Rlcorlck, 45 years old, shot and' kill- 
ed Novae and his wife, and Frank Stov- 
anjo, a boarder, as they sat at '.he supper 
table In their home here,, 


Then Rlcorick turned his revolver on 


himself and fired a bullet Into h's abdo- 
men, from which he now lies dying In a 
hospital here. 
He also tried to kill his 


daughter, but she evaded him, and ran 
out of the house. 


Ricorick and his daughter rented rooms 


from Novae, who owned his own home, 
having paid off a $3000 mortgage. Toniyo 
kept house for her "father, a widower. She 
complained yesterday of her father's ac- 
tions toward her, and Mrs. Novae told 
her husband, who upbraided the man. Re- 
turning 
home from work this evening 


Ricorick purchased a revolver. 


Arriving home, he found his supper on 


the table, but his daughter was in the 
Novae part of the house. In a rage he 
rushed 'downstairs and, finding Toniyo in 
the dining 
room with the Novacs, he 


pointed the revolver at her and ordered 
her upstairs. 


Novae remonstrated, and the enraged 


man turned the revolver on him and fired 
a bullet through his breast. Then he shot 
Mrs. Novae, and as the boarder, Stovanjo, 
tried to interfere, he fired a third bullet 
through his lungs. 
Then he .turned the 


revolver on himself and fell, with a gaping 
wound in his abdomen.- 


Meantime Toniyo ran out and gave .the 


alarm. 
When the police arrived 
they 


found Stovanjo breathing his last, while 
the two' Novacs were dead. Ricorick was 
rushed to the hospital, but the surgeons 
say he will die.

Bullets Flew About leoi in 
Showers, Endangering Lives 


Ever/ Moment 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13. — An- 


other chapter to the war incidents In 
the Orient was added today when the 
liner Mongolia arrived with seven- 
teen missionaries who were compelled 
to leave their stations In-the interior 
of the Flowery kingdom. 
Making 


their way to Shanghai in the midst 
of war conditions, a number of stories 
of hardships and dangers were told. 
The most thrilling was that of Rev. 
John P. Davies, who with his wife 
and three small children rail through 
a hail of shell and rifle bullets on the 
Tang Tse river. 


"While a party of nearly 200 persons 


were seated in the dining saloon of 
the Japanese 
steamer 
Ta Chi and 


passing Into the channel at Hankow, 
October '24, the shots from the Im- 
perialists' cannon swept through the 
vessel's rigging . and several' bullets' 
from rifles penetrated into the-saloon. 


One of the bullets struck one of 


the woman passengers, but, flattened 
against

corset 
stay. 
Although 


stunned and rendered unconscious for 
.several, minutes-.ithe .woman,- :whose 
name was given as Mrs.'C."Lavell, was 
uninjured. 


The Davies family, with, a party of 


130 others, escaped from Kia King, 
nearly 1000 miles from Hankow, the 
first part of October, and passed Nan- 
king, October 24.

The party was aboard thirty house- 


boats for five days 'of this trip and 
several occasions narrowly escaped 
disaster on account of the fast and 
dangerous rapids of the upper river. 
At; Nanking the fire 'from' the con- 
tending forces was withheld until the 
boats'had passed.

What the Burgeon does Is 
to apply the vapor of ether or chloroform, 
or a mixture of both, through warmed 
water, before letting the patient breathe 
t. 
Thus, instead of irritating ths mu- 


cous lining of tho lungs by coldness, the 
gases reach them at blood heat. 
The 


water also absorbs all poisonous alde- 
hydes which, with the chill, cause nausoa. 


"The dreadful odor" which attacks most 


patients is avoided by pouring a low 
drops of spirits of orango on tho face of 
the patient.

some for twenty or thirty years, and 
one of the inmates is SO years of agje.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13.—The prev- 


alence of financial panics in this country 
canno't be regarded as being inevitable, 
as other countries of the world" avoid 
them, according to F. L. Lippman, vice- 
president of the Wells Fargo Nevada 
Bank, who read a paper on "Banking 
and Currency Reform; Why We Need the 
Aldrich Plan," at the .-regular weekly 
luncheon held at the Palace Hotel today 
by the Commonwealth Club. 


Lippman prefaced his article with a 


brief sketch of the banking history of 
the country, dealing particularly with the 
panics that had shaken financial centers 
and the steps that had been taken to 
prevent them. 


"The country faces three 'problems in 


the adjustment of its financial affairs," 
said Lippman. "First, in our money cir- 
culation, where we have no .provision"for 
variations 
in' the requirements of the 


country; secondly, in our cash reserves, 
which is the touchstone of credit, where 
we have no common reservoir, and, third, 
in the power of our banks, to lend -when 
there Is little elasticity, and where ws 
have alternately a feast and a famine. 


Lippman spoke at some length on the 


latter phase of the matter, pointing out 
the bearing- the Aldrich plan would have 
upon it, and Depicting some of the con- 
ditions which cry for reform and sug- 
gesting remedial steps to be taken.

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Asserting Innocence on the Gallows. 


It is a popular belief that when a criminal comes to be executed 


he.will confess 'his guilt—will, when facing certain, immediate death, 
teiltrfe truth; hence there is always great curiosity to learn what a 
man who has'all along asserted his innocence will say at the last 
moment. When he acknowledges his guilt, although his guil't may 
have been established beyond peradventure, the public mind is re- 
lieved of a sort of suspense. All lingering doubts are removed and 
the judgment of the law -receives the final and unqualified approval 
of the people. 


.-Yet. the belief that-guilty men, as a rule, confess on the eve of 


execution'is a mistaken one. Many do, but many do not. It de- 
pends'largely upon temperament and religious belief—shall we say 
superstition? Often men whose guilt is as clear as noonday will 
gcV'to'i "the .gallows asserting their innocence,, will die .unrepentant 
with a lie on their lips. Every man who has had personal familiarity 
with executions knows this to be true. It is one of the phases of 
the psychology of crime. 


Mark Wilkins, \vho was executed at San Quentin last Friday, 


was an example of a criminal denying his guilt in the face of death. 
He'asserted his innocence to the very last. Yet his guilt was be- 
yond question. He committed a cowardly, cold-blooded, premedi- 
tated murder, for which he never expressed the slightest compunc- 
tion. What he meant by declaring himself innocent can only be 
ron'jecturied. What he expected to gain by'passing to another judg- 
rhent unrepentant, with a lie on his lips, is equally conjectural. The 
.workings of the human mind are often a puzzle of contradictions. 


Some years ago a man who had murdered his wife and her 


brother under peculiarly atrocious circumstances was hanged atFol- 
som. On the gallows he asserted his innocence with great firmness and 
solemnity, yet he- had committed the murders in the presence of 
others and did not deny the killing. His assertion of innocence 
could, only be taken that he justified himself in committing two bar- 
barous murders. Because of his barbarous treatment his wife was 
fqr'<?e,4;tio3jeaye him. Her brother,gave her.the.shelter-of his home. 
^f£er'h.eiJiad' drunk himself-into a .state.of demonia'c .fury the Irui- 
band went to the house and slew them both, and boasted of his 
bloody deed. Yet he died protesting his innocence. 


Theodore Durrant, who murdered Blanche Lament and Minnie 


Williams in Emmanuel Church, San Francisco, was. anothel exam- 
ple of an arch-criminal going to his death denying his guilt. True 
the evidence against Durrant was purely circumstantial, but his 
guilt was none the less clearly established. Similar cases without 
number could be quoted. . 


Often .men who commit the most heinous crimes have at bottom 


of deep religious feeling. Such men always confess. Henry

Many men 
who hare the brains ana ability to earn 
no.QOO love their own comfort more than 
they love money. 
. The man with abfllty. who la willing 
to work persistently, without much rec- 
reation except what he finds In the labor 
Itself, is bound to make money. He may 
have reverses, or what Is termed "a 
streak of hard luck." But If he keeps 
at it he is bound to go ahead. 


The captains of Industry who havo 


cornered • large fortunes are 
frequently 


criticised, but the charge of laziness Is 
never laid at their door. Most of them 
worked Incessantly In their younger days. 
That they were abla to get along with- i 


out much recreation was, of course, a 
matter of constitution and temperament, 
To many men too much work and too 
little play makes tor dullness or nervous 
prostration. The man who lores lift 
his work, and knows It thoroughly, is 
bound to push ahead. He doesn't havo to 
cringe or fawn.

Is. why ?10,000 man are scarce.

THE TRIBUNE hopes that abominable relic of feudalism, the 


poll tax, will be abolished. It has no justification, common sense 
or justice. It is a head tax, a tax on the right to live. 


But if the tax is wrong in principle and unjustifiable in its 


operation, the methods employed to collect it are even more obnox- 
ious to the moral sense. Poor men have had their wages sequest- 
rated for poll tax when they had only worked two or three days. 
After tramping many miles-to get a job they have been compelled 
to give up the first money they earned for poll tax. As a con 
sion was paid for collecting poll tax every laboring man was 
pounced upon as soon as he went to work. 


This method of confiscating the wages of wcrkingmen is not 


carried to such grievous lengths as it used to be, but even now 
every employer is held responsible for the poll tax of his employes 
and is required by law to give the collector a list of his employes 


For many years THE TRIBUNE lias protested against thus 


outrageous and unjust abuse of the taxing power, regarding it not 
merely as an invasion of personal right, but as an unjust Imposi- 
tion on poor men who have to earn their living with their hands 
Down with it I The poll tax is an impost handed down from the 
days wnen feudal lords required those of (heir tenants and depend- 
ants unwilling or unable to bear arms to pay a head tax in lieu of 
service^in the field. It was a tax exacted ostensibly as the price of 
protection and is a survival of a tyrannous system that was swept 
out of existence iong ago.

Of the 107 votes cast for Murdock 81 were cast by Democrats, 


Only 26 nominal Republicans voted to make him a Republican 
member of the Rules Committee. Mr. Underwood, leader of the Dem- 
ocratic majority, had the grace and consistency to oppose this 
brazen effort to substitute minority for majority rule, an effort, 
which, if successful, meant'the overthrow of party authority and 
party cohesion; nevertheless a large number of Democrats could 
not resist embracing an opportunity to deal the Republican organ- 
ization a blow. Enough Democrats, however, voted with the main 
body of the Republicans to defeat the attempt of a. factional minor- 
ity to usurp the authority and prerogative of the Republican body. 


It is worthy of note in this connection that the Seventh Kansas

more scientific 'designation of it 


would be that of a tetrahedron—a solid, 
bounded 
by four triangular sides and 


thus with four apexes and six ridges. 


According to this so-called Lowthian 


Green theory, three of the summits of 
the tetrahedron are already known. They 
are In Scandinavia,' Canada and Siberia, 
and the three faces lying opposite to 
them are the South Atlantic ocean, the 
Indian ocean and the pacific ocean. The 
fourth face is assumed to be the region 
around the North Pole, the latest sound- 
Ings •;:<*• .ocean- -.depths,-, there supporting 
that theory, and ..therefore the fourth 
apex Is 'confidently to' be looked for In 
the neighborhood of the South Pole. It une. 


Is to the determination of this theory1 
that much of the scientific study of tho 
Antarctic regions Is being directed, with 
careful surveys and with measurements 
of the force -of gravity by means of the 
pendulum. 
The practical value of th» 


result will be considerable, since, apart 
fronj the satisfaction of knowing what 
the fonn of the earth really is, It must 
be 
remembered that astronomical dis- 


tances are measured in terms of the 
earth's diameter. 


There Is a. curious '''interest,", also, in 


recalling'; that-.this'.'.'latest,,theory of the'V 
form of the earth accords with a beliet' 
whlch was cherished by Columbus, who 
held the earth to be not round, but egs 
shaped or pear shaped, though he erred 
In fixing Its apex. He gave that distinc- 
tion to Venezuela, which ha declared to 
be "the highest part of the earth," and 
ha supposed that the vast torrent of 
fresh water which the Orinoco poured 
into the Gulf of Paria was flowing down 
from the highlands of the Garden of 
Eden! It Is not clear that ha had or 
assumed any scientific balls for his be-

''In the past years many corpora- 


tions, suoh as mutual water compan- 
ies, fraternal organizations and fruit 
associations have been placed on the 
exemptrlist although there Mas ap- 
peared nothing In1 their articles of 
: incorporatld'n tq'"show that the cor- 
porations were not 
organized 
for 
profit. 


NOT FOR MONET. 


"The reason for exempting _ such 


corporations has been that subsequent 
to the filing of the articles, affidavits 
were filed, by the officers of the cor- 
poration to the effect that the corpor- 
ation 'was not transacting business 
for profit.' 


"One of the points In the opinion 


of the attorney-general rendered Jan- 
uary 11, and which this office must 
follow, is to the effect that the filing: 
of such affidavits does not affect the 
question.,as ..to ...whether or not the 
corporation should, be. exempted from 
this license inasmuch as these affida- 
vits are in their nature ex parte state- 
ments. 


JfUST AME3VD ARTICLES. 


"The secretary of state must dis- 
regard these affidavits and obtain his 
information from the articles of In- 
corporation only. In the case of cor- 
porations which have been placed on 
the exempt list by reason of the filing 
of these affidavits I must collect the 
license tax based on the capitaliza- 
tion unless the articles are .amended 
to show 'that the business of the cor- 
poration is.not carried on for profit,' 
•.-"Of. course., this r;uling does not af- 
fectp educational,., religious and scien- 
tific and_charita7Dle_"cqi;p'orations, and 
•does"not as:'a rui¥''afre'c't corporations 
formed -without capital stock, but only 
applies to corporations organized un- 
der section 290 of the civil code."

Father Taelman Takes Supply 


of Bread and Apples 


to Old Tribe. 


SPOKANE, 
Wash.. Jan. 13.—Father 


Taelman, president of _ Gonzaga College. 
Spokane;.. has Just returned, from' a visit 
to the Callspel Indians at their reserva- 
tion. He carried a supply of bread and 
apples to the Indians and they were 
gratefully received. There are'but 09 In- 
dians remaining on the reserve. Only two 
members of the "tribe speak English. 


The conditions of the tribe are to be 


changed, as instructions from Washing- 
ton have ordered that the territory be 
allotted and schools provided. 
Having 


spent practically all his life among the 
Indians of the Northwest, Father Tael- 
man speaks their language and has often 
acted as interpreter. An Improvised al- 
tar was arranged In a cabin on the reser- 
vation and confessions were heard. The 
services wore concluded, with a feast of 
apples and bread and a supply of coffee 
prepared by the squrtws. 


As It was yet early In the nicht the 


college president talked to tho members 
as thej- sat on their blankets about the 
fire. After he had finished his instruction 
work lie heaped fuel on the firo Cor the 
remainder of the nlRht. -while the mem- 
bers of the tribe slept on their blankets.

Prof. H. C. Butler of Princeton 


Off On Expedition to 


Old World. 


PRINCETON, N. .X. Jan. 13.—Professor 
oTvard Crosby Butler of Princeton Uni- 


versity has left for Asia-Minor: yvhere.. he 
will continue the' excavations bPBtm- by a 
Princeton expedition two years ago at 
the site of the ancient city of Sardis. 


During the past two years tho work at 


Sardis has reached such proportions that 
the excavations are now regarded by 
tho Turkish government as tho most 
Important in their territory and they 
have promised Professor Butler and his 
party of Princeton graduates, -who are 
conducting the excavations, a. guard of 
Turkish soldiers as soon as the work at 
Sardis is reopened. 
Professor Butler is 


most enthusiastic over the work and be- 
lieves that the excavations to be made 
this year will bring to light much that 
•will be of the greatest archaeological im- 
portance. 


Almost tho third 
of a huge temple, 


knotvn as the Temple to Artemis, which 
when unearthed -will be the largest and 
best preserved structure of its kind in 
the world, has been uncovered together 
with many relics of unusual age an,] 
value. On the western chamber of the 
temple wns found a Greek inscription 
which 
has 
been -pronounced by both 


English and American scholars as one 
of the most important discoveries of its 
kind found In modern times. It proved 
to .be a property mortgage couched in 
much the same legal phrases as a docu- 
ment of this kind todny and showed that 
the temples must have been used :is banks 
for the wealth and treasures of the times. 


Besides the temple a largo Iniildins 


of unknown purpose belonging to tho 
Lydian period seven centuries earlier has 
been partially unearthed. Of still greater 
interest has been the discovery of many 
nnelent tombs h»wn In the hill side r!s- 
inp: from the river Pntolup. Two hundred 
ami fifty of these tombs aggregating,- it 
Is estimate, fully fifteen hundred burial? 
have been unearthed.
